At 
the Hotel Chenley this evening the 
president was the central figure at a 
dinner tendered by Attorney General 
Knox. General 
Knox 
proposed the

Roosevelt. The 


president responding expressed great 
pleasure In the day's experience* par- 
ticularly in the fact that it was de- 
void of partisanship. 


This, he said, was the proper thing, 


particularly on the Fourth of July 
when the people should come together 
as Americans, not as partisans. He be- 
lieved the best solvent for the differ- 
ences between the people was to bring 
them together so that one side shall 
understand the view point of the other. 


So he believed the meeting of today 


would be of great good in making those 
who attended understand each other 
better.

uautlon to do too much we shall do 
nothing, or else we shall work a ruin 
that will be felt most acutely among 
thoso of our citizens who are most 
helpless. 


"The needed legislation must come 


through municipalities, states, and the 
national government, but above all we 
need honest fearless administration of 
the laws. In the interest of neither 
the rich mnn as such, nor the poor 
man ns such, but in the Interest of ex- 
act and equal Justice to all alike."

the Frick residence and later an in- 
formal reception was held. The presi- 
dent's return to the hotel was marked

Large interest pay- 
ments testify to the prosperous condi- 
tion In railways, industrial corpora- 
tion and financial institutions and aside 
from the labor troubles the half year 
Just ended was remarkably satisfac- 
tory. The general level of grain prices 
was higher for the week especially in 
corn and oats. The eastern markets 
reflected the strength, but did not share 
the activity. Both receipts and exports 
have been light. In spite of the many 
serious drawbacks railroad earnings 
for the half of the year Just closed 
are the largest ever reported. The to- 
tal gross earnings of all railroads of 
the United States reporting for the 
half of the year are $618,470,508, a 
gain of 5.7 per cent over last year and 
18.7 per rent over 1900.

Rev. Douglas C. Peabody, Rector of St. 


John's Episcopal Church, Ended His 


Life While Suffering With Insanity 


STOOD HIGH IN CHURCH 


Bad Been Repeatedly Dele- 


gate to toe Triennial 


General Convention 


RESULT OF THE INQUEST 


Rev. Douglass C. Peabody, for the 


pant year rector of St. John'* Episcopal 
church, committed suicide early Fri- 
day morning at his home on West 
Decutur street. About half post five 
he went to the buaemcnt of the hou*e 
and shot hhnself with a 44-callbre 
"Winchester rltle. The bullet took effect 
In the 1'jft temple and passed complete- 
ly thiough the head, causing death In- 
•tantly. The shot tvus heard by the 
family and the body discovered almoat 
Immediately. 


UNBALANCED MIND. 


The shocking death of Mr. Peabody 


•was without doubt due to an unbalanced 
•tutu of his mind brought on by phy- 
sical ill heulth and his disappointment 
mid discouragement over the result* of 
his work in the parish. His friend*, 
and especially hi* immediate family, 
have been awnre for some time that 
he was failing and be had been fre- 
quently urged to go away for a com- 
plete rest. His condition had been 
markedly worse during the last two

•lept much of the time. Friday morn- 
ing, however, he rose about 4 o'clock 
'and wandered about the house until 
shortly after halt past five o'clock when 
he went to the ba.-setnent of the house 
where he shot himself thiough the 
head. His wife heard the shot unit

his changed appearance. His father 
waa always robust and of a cheerful 
sanguine disposition. When he arrived 
home he found his father greatly de- 
pressed and subject to spells of apathy 
During the last week he has made Ir- 
revelant remarks to the members of 
his family and has been quite unable 
to do anything requiring any mental 
or physical application. Even the com- 
posing and transcribing of his letters 
had to be done by the family. 


Mr. Peabody stated that he had dis- 


cussed the 
troubles 
which his fa- 


ther had had here in his presence and 
with his mother. Hla mother attribut- 
ed the beginning of his more serious 
trouble to a letter, the contents of 
which came to his knowledge in the 
spring. The son stated that when he 
proposed to make the letter a personal 
matter with the writer his father for- 
bade him.

ncome and had been forced to depend 
anrely upon his salary and that had 
weighed on his mind.

had noticed a growing mental trouble 
evidenced by absence of mind and oth- 
er ligns. 


Mr. Oldham mentioned an Incident 


which occurred last Sunday at the 
evening aervlrcs at St. John's church, 
when Mr. Penbody became abstracted 
during the service and had finally to 
ask him what h" should do next. This 
was a striking indication of hi* condi- 
tion, as he had been almoat thirty 
year* In th«- ministry and was punc- 
tilious in his observance of the order 
of service. 


Douglass Welles Penbody, «on of the 


d«ad man, testified In detail nn to the 
finding of the body and told at length of 
hl» observation* of his father's condi- 
tion during the two weeks since he re- 
turned from school. He stated that un- 
til two weeks ago he had not seen 
his father since he left Decatur last 
September and that be wa* ahocked at 


ollpge In 1872 with the degree 01 JH. 
A. Thence he went directly to th« 
Berkeley divinity school In Middle- 
own, 
Conn., \vhere he entered upon 


his course of preparation for holy or- 


He completed his course in 


1S73 and was oidured deacon by Bish- 
op Beckw-lth of Georgia. 
He paused 


his dlneonat* tit Saint Philip's as ns- 
alatant to the Rev. R. C. Foute and 
was advanced to the priesthood -it 
that church In Atlanta, Ga., In 1870 
and entfirpd upon his first rectorship 
at St. Jtinips' church, Olastonbury, 
Conn., w h l t h he held for three years. 


Later he became rector 
of 
the 


Church of the Good Shepherd, Hazlo- 
wood, Plttsbuig, fiom 3879 to 1886. 
In 1888 Uev. Mr. Peabody went to 
Rockford in the diocese of Chicago, 
•w hf re ho labored with good results for 
nine years. While there he built the 
beautiful Parish House, costing $37,- 
000 with an endowment of $10,000, ma- 
king a record of which any 
rector 


might be proud. 
He found there a 


parish qf only ISO communicants and 
l»-ft It a parish of 250. having trans- 
ferred In thf meantime 200 comrnu- 
nlcanlH. He was for many years Dfan 
of the Northern Convocation and n 
deputy to the general convention In 
1892 
at Baltimore whm the celebrat- 


ed prayer book revision wns com- 
pleted. 


In November, 1894, he became rec- 


tor of Trinity chutth, Mobile, Ala., a 
large parish of 4«6 actual communi- 
cants, and a congregation which filled 
the church every Sunday, lie held 
the highest position a presbyter can 
hold In a diocese, he was president of 
the standing committee, and always a 
deputy to the triennial general con- 
vention. He was belovsd by all and 
held In the highest estimation of tnoM 
within and without the church. 


w as married to J. Edward Saxton. They 
came to Decatur twenty years ago anil 
have since made this city their home. 
In addition to her husband Mra. Sax- 
ton IH Minvlved by her brothers, Thom- 
as Walmnley of Decatur, William and 
Maurice Walmsley of Philadelphia and 
Daniel Walmsley of Cleveland, Ohio. 
Thp funeral arrangements are not yet 
completed, but theie will be a funeral 
seivlce in this city and the burial will 
be at Bi Istol, Conn. 


In the death of Mrs. Saxton there Is 


removed from her 
circle of warm 


friends one of the sweetest, womanly 
characters that ever came to bless the 
home of man. Of the gentlest spirit, 
kindly, sympathetic, her death makes 
a vacancy In her circle that will never 
be filled. She was a devoted member 
of the Baptist church and lived con- 
sistent In that faith. To her husband 
words are empty now, but from the 
hearts of his friends and the friends 
of his wife there goes out to him a 
wealth of sympathy, which, if ought 
could lessen his grief, would heal his 
sorrow even in this loss.

True there are 
fewer fingers this morning and a num- 
ber have badly powder-burned faces 
and hands but the day was celebrated

enough. It was noisy enough to suit 
the nervous pebple but In reality It 
was what is called a quiet Fourth In 
Decatur. 
The dealers 
In fireworks 


say that business was not nearly so 
good as In past years and the doc- 
tors, while not complaining, say that 
they were called upon to administer to 
a smaller number of injured. The re- 
sults were serious enough at that 
Four or five boys shot wads

blank cartridges into their hands. This 
has come to be looked upon as one 
of the most dangerous injuries Inflict- 
ed owing to the great danger of blood 
poisoning following.
